Fire Loss 



Blaze in Rochester Destroys 
Large Part of Retail Dry- 
goods District. 



Two Thousand Five Hundred 
People Thrown Out of Work 
For Some Time. 



Three Large Department Stores 
Consumed in Conflagration 
Yesterday. 



[Rochester, Fob. 20.-— The sun set to- 
night with ten -engines pouring streams 
of water on the ruins of what was (prac- 
tically the retail dry goods district of 
this city, for three out ol the five de- 
partment stores were consumed in this 
morning's disastrous lire, the largest of 
which was the Sibley, Lindsay & Curr 
Company. 

Insurance men are still figuring on the 
Joss, which they now place at $4,000,- 
000. OX this amount $350,000 repre- 
sents the loss on buildings and the bal- 
ance o£ t lie loss is on stocks of goods 
and occupants of offices. In addition, it 
is estimated that 11,500 people are 
thrown out of work, temporarily at 
least. The .burned district lies on' the 
north side of Main street, between St. 
Paul street and Clinton avenue North, 
running from St. Paid street almost 
the entire Jengtb of the 'block. The (ire 
started on the eastern end of the block 
in the store of tho Rochester -Dry Goods 
'Company, and workd west, taking but 
one store east of this establishment, that 
of tho Walkover Shoe Company before 
its progress was cheeked in that direc- 
tion. Next .went the store of the Beadle- 
Sherburne Co., which was destroyed; 
tlion the marble block occupied by the 
Sibley, Lindsay & Curr Company was 
also destroyed and finally the thirtoen- 
storcy Granite building, the lower part 
of which was occupied by the Sibley, 
'Lindsay & Curr Company and the upper 
part by offices. Only the front -walls 
•of the Marble block is standing tonight. 
The shell of the Granite building is in- 
tact, tho floor is in place, but the build- 
ing wns gutted. On St. Paul street, in 
the rear of the Sibley. Lindsay & Curr 

Company, stood a six-storey building 

cupied by the wholesale department of 
the Sibley, Lindsay & Curr Company, 
•which wiis destroyed with all its valu- 
able contents. 

The stables of the Sibley. Lindsay & 
Curr Company were also burned. The 
(flames ent their way into the Granite 
block building from the Marble build- 
ing and then followed a footbridge 
across into the wholesale department 
building, ft is the opinion of experts 
that tho Granite block building can safe- 
ly be repaired. The frame -work is of, 
iron and does not appear to be injured. 
Assistant Chief Frank A. Jaynes was 
struck by a flying nozzle and received 
some bruises.

Only Three Russian Ships Met Thursday Night's 
Attack On Port Arthur By Admiral 
Togo's Fleet.

Tokio,. Feb. 27.— .Semi-official reports 
of the attack of the Japanese fleet on 
Port Arthur, following the attempt to 
sink four merchant vessels at the en- 
trance of the harbor, have been receiv- 
ed In Tokio. The attack was made on 
Thursday morning and engaged the 
three Russian cruisers Xovik, Askold 
ami Bayan outside the harbor entrance. 
It is believed that the remainder of the 
OKrUssiam fleet was either unable to leave 
the harbor through the channel on ac- 
count of the sinking of .the Japanese 
merchant vessels there the night before, 
or that they were permanently disabled 
in some previous attack by the Japan- 
ese fleet. The three .Russian cruisers 
are reported to have been heavily dam- 
aged. Ait all events they were driven 
inside the harbor at Port Arthur with- 
in the shelter Of the shore batteries. 
Pom the best that can be learned, the 
Japanese 'attack probably also resulted 
in severe damage to tho land batteries 
guarding the outer entrance of the har- 
bor of Fort Arthur. Following the gen- 



eral attack, a part of the Japanese fleet 
drew off, and, attacking three torpedo 
boats in Pigeon Bny, sank one of them 
and heavily damaged the other two. 
The laud batteries at Pigeon Hay arc 
reported to have been silenced by the 
tire from the Japanese vessels. 

London. Feb. STL—Despatches to the 
London Times from its Paris corres- 
pondent give an exhaustive statement 
from XV. De Lanessnn, former minister 
of marine in tho French cabinet, setting 
forth ithe reasons in detail why France 
cannot come to the assistance of Russia 
in the present conflict with Japan, M. 
Do Lanessnn rejects the idea advanced 
by General Cnitenoff thai France should 
lend iKussia ships of war, say four 
nrnior-clads and two sub-marines, for 
which Russia would pay. 

M. De Lanessnn says that if Franco 
were to give linssia naval assistance 
nod were to intervene in tho war. she 
would be followed by England giving 
assistance to Japan and a second war 
would break out in European waters. 



Thus, in order to give Russia help of 
doubtful eiliciency, Ounce would plunge

Frenchman could contemplate without 
terror. 

According to the former minister of 
marine, France's battleships, cruisers 
and defence fleet are too weak to permit 
France thinking .of seuding any portion 
of her fleet to her ally or exposing her- 
self to a naval war. 

Finally, M. De iLauessan says: 
"•Russia cannot be ignorant of all this. 
She knows there would 'be no use in re- 
sorting to armed intervention in her 
favor where we should thus expose our- 
selves to disasters prejudicial not only 
to our own interests, but also to tho 
prestige and influence of our alliance. 
These people must be very blind who 
spread false or falsified stories in order 
to convince public opinion that Russia is 
entitled to expect armed intervention on 
our part." 






Russian and Japanese Outposts in View of Bach

London, .Feb. 27.— The London Times 
this morning prints a despatch from its 
Tokio correspondent confirming various 
despatches to tho Publishers Press pre- 
viously received by the latter from the 
Japanese capitol. The Tip.es states it 
to be true that Russian and Japanese 
scouting parties sighted each other on 
Thursday morning Jast near Sukchen, 
about twenty-five miles north of Ping 
Yang, the Japanese objectivo point in 
Korea.

London, Feb. 20. — Vice-Admiral To- 
go's n Horn pi [o bottle up the [Russian 
fleet at l'ori Arthur by sinking a fleet 
of stone-laden merchant steamers in the 
mouth of tli,. harbor, evidently failed, 
though the venture caused no loss of 
life and the vessels lost were not of 
great value. 

Five ships were prepared by Vice- 
Admiral Togo for the attempted block- 
ade, four arc reported to have boon 
sunk, hut the fate ol' the lil'ih is uu- 
k now n here. u is presumed thai it 
withdrew with the other Japanese ves- 
sels. The live vessels were tilled with 
stone so ns io make the obstruction 
permanent, and were manned by volun- 
teer niorrhsiul crews. It \va» impos- 
sible to select naval officers and sailors 
on account of their great rivalry to 
participate in the daring venture. 

Accompanied by four bai I leships, ■ 
nine cruisers and numerous vessels of 
the lorjM'd'o fleet, the stone-laden steam- 
ers reached Port Arthur on Wednesday. 
While i he Heii engaged the shore but- 
teries, tho steamers made n dash for 
the mou tli of the harlKH - , directly under 
the It'iissiiui guns.

He believed 
when parliament met 100,000 men, 
which the army of Canada represented 
on paper, would be made a fact, and 
due appropriations made for it. Ho 
eulogized Colonel McNnugivtoii's book of 
instructions and endorsed it, and belie v- 
<Ie no caretaker should be appointed 
who was not an old soldier. Lord Dun- 
donald said that recently Canada had an 
object lesson of a country being pre- 
pared for war and the country that 
Wonted two or three weeks to be ready. 
He 'advised Canada being ready for 
emergency.

KUROPATK1X PREPARES. 
Like a knight of olden times before 
going to battle, General Kuropatkin to- 
day performed the most solemn rites of 
the mother church. After lasting this 
•week, die went to the church in the 
Cadet Corps Academy, where he was 
educated, made bis confession and par- 
took of the sacrament. A touching 
ceremony followed. The Officiating 
priest, holding up the sacred image of 
ISt Engius, which lias just arrived in 
Moscow, blessed the cotnmanuVr and 
bid him Godspeed. The general was 
shaken with emotion and embraced 
many of his assembled comrades. The 
metropolitan of Moscow, who accom- 
panied the Ikon of St. Ergius to this 
city, has received a letter from the 
(V.'ar recoiling the overthrow of tlie 
Tartar hordes under its auspices, and 
prophesies that it will also lead the 
Russians to victory over the Japanese. 



St. Petersburg, Feb. 27.-2 a. m.— A 
copy of a telegram from the Viceroy of 
the Far East, Admiral General Adju- 
tant Alexieff to His Majesty tho Em- 
peror has just been given out. It is 
dated February 25th. The place whence 
it is sent is not stated, but it is sup- 
posed to be 'Mukden. The message is as 
follows: 

"A squadron of the enemy's vessels 

numbering approached the fortress 

at about 11 o'clock this morning ami. 
opened a 'bombardment on the cruisers 
Askold, Bayan and Hovita, which were 
in the outer harbor, and also on the fort- 
ress. Tho firing lasted for half an hour. 
Then our cruisers went into the har- 
bor. The "sneroy fired for several min- 
utes on one of our butteries and began 
to leave. They stopped within sight of 
the fort but out of range of lire. At 
this time four of the enemy's cruisers 
detached themselves from the squadron 
and proceeded to Pigeon bay where 
they quickly opened lire on our torpedo 
boats that were cruising there. They 
directed all cannonade against tho shore. 
The commandant consequently sent 
troops to Pigeon bay. The liring there 
ias'ted for thirty minutes, but no landing 
was made. The Japanese cruisers then 
departed. Several measures have 'been 
taken to oppose a possible effort upon 
the part of the enemy to creep up the sea. 
Our losses this <fJny were but one man 
wounded at the battery. 

I respectfully report the above to your 
imperial majesty. 

(Signed) "ALEXIEFF." 

London, Feb. 20.— A despatch from a 
news agency from St. Petersburg says 
Ihe official report of IMajor-General 

Pllug, chief of staff of Yi -oy Alexieff 

on the details of Port Arthur during tho 
.morning of February 25th is as fol- 
lows: 

"The enemy's fleet of sixteen warships 
approached from the Dnluy side towards 
tue harbor o f Port Arthur shortly after 
midnight of the 25th Inst., and at once 
opened lire upon our cruisers standing 
outside the roadstead, namely the Ask- 
old, Bayan and Novilla, and also against 
the land forts, the bombardment lasting 
half an hour. At the conclusion tho 
cruisers retired into the harbor. The 
enemy then 'bombarded our land ibattery 
for some minutes. Then the enemy also 
retreated, remaining out of the range 
of our guns. 

"In the meanwhile, four Japanese 
cruisers separated- from the enemy's 
main squadron and went into Golubin's 
■bay, opening a heavy fire upon one of 
our torpedo 'boats stationed in the bay 
and also upon the coast batteries. Con- 
sequently tlie commander of the forts 
sent troops to this point. No landing 
took place. The bombardment there last- 
ed twenty-two minutes at the expira- 
tion of which time the Japanese crnis- 
ser retired. The loss on our side this 
day was one man wounded of the land 
batteries. The officer commanding at 
Vladlvostock reports that on February 
'Jdth early in the morning, ten of tho 
enemy's ships were seen south of the 
island. They disappeared on the horizon 
in the evening.

>A Report That Russians Have

Forty Japanese Transports Hard 
at Work Ferrying Troops 
to Korea. 



Tx>ii(]on, Feb. 27.— Official Russian 
and oilier despatches say that there has 
ibeen a succession of attacks or demon- 
strations iby the Japanese at Port Ar- 
thur, probably undertaken with tlio view 
<if covering or preparing for a Japanese 
lauding somewhere and possibly with 
the hope of indicting further damage on 
the Hussion warships and increasing the 
demoralization of the 'Russian Jaiul 
forces. It -would seem apparent that 
litllo damage was inllioted on cither 
part, .although the despatches leave the 
exact situation at Port Arthur in some 
obscurity. The reported lauding of Japa- 
nese at l'ossiet bay near Vladivostock 
has not yet been confirmed. This move- 
ment, however, is considered not dm- 
jirooaole. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
.'Daily Telegraph has eeilt news of Japa- 
neso military operations. He asserts 
that I'ort Dalny is being •evacuated by 
the Russians, who boast that they have 
mined the breakwater, wharves and rail- 
road sidings 'there in order to prevent 
the Japanese from making use of these 
.facilities. This correspondent repeats 
that the Russians have only supplies for 
five months at I'ort Arthur, and says 
a large number of Japanese transports 
have returned to Nagasaki, where they 
•are busily engaged in embarking more 
'troops to be taken to the vicinity of 
d'ort Dalny. Over forty transports have 
left Nagasaki since February 10th and 
a still larger embarkation has been pr 
reeding from Ujinn near Hiroshima < 
the Inland sea. Ujinn and not Kola, 
the correspondent concludes, will be the 
army anil navy headquarters during the 
war. This correspondent lias recently 
been in Nagasaki and is probably well 
informed. In any event it is taken for 
granted in London that Admiral Tog 
receait operations have been devoted to 
facilitating the Japanese debarkation mi 
the Lino Tung Gulf or elsewhere. 

"Russian and Japanese scouts." ca- 
bles the Tokio correspondent of the 
Times, "sighted each other Thursday 
morning at Suklienn, twenty-live miles 
north of Ping Yang, Korea, but did not 
■come in contact. The Russians arc not 
moving southward of the Tunien river 
whore the roads are extremely bad. 
1 "The changes in the Korean cabinet 
iliave brought into power the partisans 
of the United States and Japan. Rus- 
sian soldiers have seized the premises 
of an American mining company at Un- 
6 an, about 150 miles north of Ping 
Yang."

KILLED IN COLLAPSE 
Oh SCAFFOLDING 



Thirty Five Men In Immense 
Ruin But Only One is 
Killed. 



Chicago, Feb, 20. — One man was 
killed another probably fatally injured, 
and over a score of workmen had nar- 
row escapes from ibeing crushed beneath 
a monster scaffold which collapsed today 
in the centre of the new postoffleo build- 
ing. The scaffold was built from the 
main Hour of the building directly be- 
neath its dome to the tenth floor, <i dis- 
tance of ltil feet. ..irty-iive men were 
working about the dome at the time of 
the accident and for a time it was 
thought nearly half this number had 
been killed by the falling timbers, but 
all escaped with the exception of two 
plasterers, .Tames Byrom and Barney 
McBrlde, who were standing' on the 
portion of the scaffold which collapsed. 
Byron, who was working in the centre 
of the scaffold when il gave way, fell 
to the main floor of tin' building and 
was killed. McBride. who was working 
with Byron, also fell with the scaffold- 
ing, hut he managed to catch hold of 
one of the floors as be was falling and 
thus saved his life. His bead was se- 
verely cut nnd his spine injured. Su- 
perintendent Kerr of the JoJin Pierce 
Construction Company declared tonight 
that tin- accident must have been 
caused by the dropping of a bolt from 
the scaffolding.

the House naval committee, upon the re- 
quest of its chairman, the following 
memorandum on the recent iinjirovcmeut 
in shooting in the navy : 

The recent improvement in the efficien- 
cy of our naval guns has been very 
marked. This has been brought about 
by the recognition and application of 
new principles of training and accurate 
methods of traget practice, and these 
enable us immediately to recognize and 
correct defects of ordnance material. 

Our former system of training and 
target practice is now recognized as hav- 
ing been mistaken. It produced results 
which we then regarded n.s satisfactory, 
but which we now know were mislead- 
ing. We honestly "believed that our gun- 
nery -was efficient, ami the unscientific 
nature of our target practices concealed 
the defects of our ordnance. Without 
going into details, it inny ibe atated that 
instead of counting bits on a target of 
reasonable area, we fired at n very small 
target, and from observation of the 
splash of the shots we determined by 
calculation which ones would Jiave bit 
an imaginary target of a given area. 
This method was vigorously criticised 
by certain officers and unfavorably com- 
pared with the practice in foreign nav- 
ies. Immediately after the present sec-, 
rotary of the navy and the present chief hi 
of the bureau of navigation were ap- 
pointed, these criticisms received care- 
ful attention, nnd u fair trial of our gun- 
nery (by counting actual .hits on a tar- 
get) demonstrated beyond a doubt our 
relative int>fflcieney. The whole question 
of target practice was then centralized, 
remodelled, and reduced to n system, and 
the first subsequent target practice 
showed it very great improvement; and 
this improvement has since -been contin- 
uous. A few brief statements will show 
how real this improvement has been:

NEWFOUND-LAND 
QUESTION. 



SHORE 



The Newfoundland Government has 
asked the Legislature, which met on 
Thursday, to sanction the renewal of 
the modue Vivendi in relation to jthc 
Fieiu-h shore question. It announced in 
the Governor's speech that the negotia- 
tions now going on between the Imper- 
ial nnd French Governments would pro- 
bubly be brought to n successful conclu- 
sion before tbe end of another year, and 
thereby avoid Che necessity of any fur- 
ther extension of the present temporary 
arrangement. It is to be hoped, i:i the 
interests of the Colony, tbat this ex- 
pectation will be realized. The occupa- 
tion of the slit. re by the French tisher- 
litcn has caused annoyance and incon- 
venience to the people of Newfoundland 
far more than the advantage which the 
former gain by their insistence mi the 
construction that they put on the Treaty 
under which they claim their rights to 
sucli occupation. Year by year the cod 
(fishery on the French shore is dwindling, 
and this year was probably the worst 
known :w regards the "smallness of the 
catch. • lids was no doubt partly the 
result of the operation of the Bnit Law 
passed a short time ago by the New- 
foundland Legislature, making it dilti- 
eult for the French fishermen to obtain 
bait. 

The mutter would probably have been 
'adjusted long ago had a settlement de- 
pended only on the material advantage 
-which the occupation of tho shore gave 
to tho French fishermen. But in Prance 
■there is a sentimental side to the ques- 
tion'. The Newfoundland fisheries have 
been regarded as a splendid nursery 
for seamen and a good recruiting place 
for sailors for the French Navy. The 
iFrench Government gives a bounty on 
•all tho fish caught by the French on 
the Newfoundland shore imported into 
'France. Even with this aid the fishery, 
in consequence of the poor catch, has 
proved unprofitable to 'those engaged in 
it, and would probably have been aban- 
doned but for the reason mentioned. 
'This jealousy on the part of the peopl 
of France as to parting witli the, rights 
they claim to have on the shore, has 
so far prevented the Imperial Govern 
inont from succeeding an its efforts to 
get tho French Government to surrender 
its claims in consideration of some 
equivalent elsewhere. The improved 
relations between the two countries 
now, however, promise to give a better 
jesult to the negotiations, and it is to 
be iioped that the anticipations that it 
will .not be necessary again to renew 
the modus vivendi after this year will 
liu realized. 

/fins subject has an interest to the 
people of die Dominion beyond that 
-which they naturally have in anything 
that concerns the welfare of the people 
of another colony situated so <l>,se to 
our shores. This vexed question of the 
French shore has always been an ob- 
stacle in any negotiations with New- 
foundland for her entrance into the Con- 
federation. No Dominion Government 
was desirous of having such a question 
placed on it. and this has undoubtedly 
had an effect as regards the liberality 
of the terms that Canada Was willing 
to concede to Newfoundland as the 
basis of her admission into the Domin- 
ion. Then again, anything that inter- 
fered with the prosperity of Newfound- 
land would, of course, he prejudicial 
equally to her progress as a Province 
of the Dominion. But were that ques- 
tion dispose. 1 of, the way for a re- 
newal of the negotiations between 
Ottawa and St. John's would be cleared 
of one serious obstacle. There can be 
no doubt flint such a union would be 
to the advantage of both sides, ami for 
this, among other reasons, the result 
of the negotiations now proceeding be- 
tween the Governments of Great Bri- 
tain and France will lie awaited with 
much interest in Canada as well as in 
Newfoundland.

There is no doubt the 
Estimates will be approved by Parlia- 
ment, because the nation believes that 
it gets value for the money spent on 
the Navy, although it apparently does 
net take a similar view of the expendi- 
ture on the Army. Indeed, the Nation's 
existence depends on Croat iBritaiu's sea 
power and the situation over the world 
today is so critical that it is impossible 
to foresee what international complica- 
tions may arise, or in what quarter a 
storm may spring up. In the present 
situation it is, however, a source of 
satisfaction to be assured, on the high- 
est authority, that Great Britain was 
never so strong before at sea as she is 
now, and that both Parliament and peo- 
ple are determined that no parsimony 
shall prevent, her remaining supreme.

The Excursion Provided By Mr. 
James Dunsmuir Yesterday 
Proved Successful. 



[Mining Men From Up Country 
Inspect the Mines at 
Mt. Sicker. 



Yesterday morning, one of the most 
important excursions left the city which 
has gone up the E. & X. railway for 
some time. The train, a special, was 
provided by M'r. .lames Dunsmuir, the 
president, of the road, for the beneirl of 
the delegates attending the convention 
of the British Columbia Mining Associa- 
tion, recently in session here, in order 
to enable them to see the splendid min- 
ing properties existing and being worked 
on Mount Sicker 

The majority of the up-country dele- 
gates had never before had the privi- 
lege of seeing any of the island nietaltf- 
erous mines and what they saw sur- I 
.passed the expectations of the most san- 
guine. These visitors, to a man, came 
away greatly impressed with the mag- 
nificent prospects before the three val- 
uable properties visited, viz., the Lenora. 
the Tyee and the Richard 111., and all! 
brought away samples of the ore which ' 
they are taking away with them to 
treasure as souvenirs of one of the most 
delightful outings, they claim, they 
Lave ever been .privileged to enjoy. 

The train left the E. & X. station 
promptly 011 time, 8:00 a. m., and at 
10:16 ipullcd up at Mount Sicker siding, 
where, by the courtesy of Messrs Bellin- 
ger and Breen two trnins were ready 
on the narrow gauge, one for Crofton 
where some of the delegates went, in- 
cluding 'President Keeu, and another for 
Mount Sicker. 

Among the passengers were lion. Sen- 
ator Temploman. R. Hall., 'M. V. P., 
Hon. D. W. Higgius, Hon. Edgar 
Dewdney, Aldermen Beckwith ami 
Thorton Fell, Mr. David Kct„ iFire 
■Chief Watson and Secretary Cuthbert 
of the Tourist Association, who fathered 
the party and with Mr. Maehin, presi- 
dent of the local branch acted as hosts 
of the day. 

The run up the steep narrow gauge 
line to IMouint Sicker was not particular- 
ly agreeable, owing to the heavy rain 
ami higher up equally heavy snowfall. 
Mount Sicker was reached at 10:45 and 
considerable merriment caused during 
the climb up the steep Indian, trails 
through four feet of snow from the ter- 



minus of the line to the shaft house of 
the Tyee mine. Many were the falls and 
tiie foremost of the party amused them- 
selves with snowballing the stragglers. 
It speaks volumes for tiie older members 
of the party that all reached the desired 
haven, the hotel, safe and sound, though 
in .many eases in a "blown" condition, 
[immediately on arrival Manager; 
I Tregear id' ttie l.oiiora took the party 
I in charge aaid after going .through the 
lower level of the mine where tin; last 
splendid strike was visited, the upper 
I level was inspected and lots of fun ami 
mud experienced in climbing the 150 
loot upraise. To his lasting credit it 
is here recorded that .Mr. .lames Moore, 
tiie pioneer placer miner of New Cale- 
donia, later British Columbia, climbed 
li.e slippery ladders and came out as 
fresh land as dirty) as the youngest and 
most athletic of the party. Alderman 
Thornton Fell was one of those who vis- 
ited i!ic Lenora and came nearly being 
lost, being sandwiched, so to speak, be- 
I I u'con the foremost parly including the 
upraise . limbers and the hindmost party 
or the more sensible who declined to 
[make the ascension. However, Mr. Fell 
I wisely seeing daylight went to the hotel. 
•Bunch, and a splendid meal it was 
a 11. 1- done justice to by all, was served at 
111:1,.. and great credit is due Mr. 
I'eirree for serving such an appetizing 

After lunch a few went to the Rich- 
ard 111. mine, but the large majority oi 
the delegates went to the Tyee and with 
.Mr. Musgrave. the engineer, and Mr. 
Tregear went through the 100 foot level 
and alter thoroughly inspecting this 
magnificent property which one gentle- 
man, an eminent mine manager and who 
knew what he wa.s talking about, said 
was the best timbered and most scien- 
tifically developed mine he had ever vis- 
ited, eventually readied the shaft at 'the 
•Jim foot, level and after a clenu-tip 
eaughl the return train on the narrow 
gauge at 3:4*5, Victoria was reached u't 
U:15, 

The quality of the ore and the im- 
mense width of the ore body in places, 
the clearly defined hanging wall 
ami the ease with which the 
ore bodies are drilled, was a revelation, 
especially to the Rosslanders, who have 
to work so much harder rock. During 
conversations held between Mr. Mus- 
grave ami the many Kosslanders pres- 
ent, it appeared that, for the same out- 
lay, twice the amount of ore can be 
handled here as is the case in Other 
mines, or in other words, it can be 
mined for less than half the usual cost, 
as much le>s powder is needed to blast 
out the ore. Mr. Musgrave said that 
the average cost of mining and trans- 
porting the ore last year was less than 
$32.25 per ton, which is a most eloquent 
tribute to the management. 

Prom the remarks passed by the prac- 
tical mining men yesterday respecting 
.this property, it was borne on the 
minds of the Victorians present that, the 
half about Mount Sicker has never been 
told, and that Victoria has tributary to 
her, ami right at her very door, one

Ills Excellency the Governor-General has 
received a telegram from the Right Hon- 
ourable the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, drawing attention to His Ma- 
jesty's proclamation of neutrality In the 
i.ccaslon of the war between Japan and 
Russia. The text of the proclamation has 
not yet come to hand. In the meantime 
Ills Excellency the Governor-General here- 
by charges and commands all subjects of 
His Majesty within the Dominion of Can- 
ada to observe strict neutrality In nnd dur- 
ing the aforesaid war, and to abstain from 
violating or contravening either the laws 
and statutes of the realm In that behalf, 
or the law of nations In relation thereto. 

Attention Is also directed to the require- 
ments of the Foreign Enlistment Act, and 
the rules based thereon. All British sub- 
jects are warned against any trangresslon 
of the same. 

The following rules are hereby declared 
to he in force forthwith: 

Rule A.— No ships of war of either bcl- 
'igerents may use the British waters as 
pluces of resort for war-like purposes or 
Qqulpment, or may leave British waters 
until twenty-four (24) hours after a ship of 
either belligerent, whether a ship of war 
or a merchant side. 

Rule B — Every such ship of war shall 
he required to put to sea within twenty- 
four (24i hours after entrance, unless In 
'ivent of stress of weather necessary for 
repairs or provisions, In which case It must 
leave as soon as possible, and certainly 
within twenty-four (24) hours of comple- 
tion of repairs. 

Rule II Is subject to Rule A. and tlmi 
must he extended accordingly. No supplies 
to be allowed bevond provisions and sub- 
sistence for crew necessary for immediate 
use. nor coal beyond what ran take the ship 
to the nearest port of Its own country. 
No ship can coal In any British port twice 
within three months. No prizes can be 
brought Into British waters.

Facts With Reference 
To C. P. R. 



Traflic Manager's Objections 
To Reduction on Lumber 
Charges Met. 



As may be known to readers, a strong 
effort has boon made on the pari of the 
lumbermen of Itrillsli Columbia, to obtain 
* reduction in freight rates on lumber ship- 
ped from Vancouver to points In the North- 
west and Manitoba. This has been refused 
■by the C. P. R. on grounds stated In an ln- 
t en-lew which appeared in the Vancouver 
l'rovlnee, with Mr. B\ W. Peters, assistant 
.general traffic manager of western linos 
of the C. 1'. It., as follows: 

"Shortly before 1 left Winnipeg," con- 
tinued Mr. Peters, "the timber manufac- 
turers of the Coast and the Crow's Nest 
district met us with u request for a reduc- 
tion, hut we told tboin emphatically that 
we could not meet their wishes. We ex- 
plained to them that the increase In our 
rates of taxation In British Columbia ren- 
dered It impossible for us to consider reduc- 
tions in rates. It was further explained 
to the lumbermen Ihat the expense of haul- 
ing empty cars west over the mountains to 
receive shipments was another factor of 
■expense which had to lie taken into consid- 
eration. To handle lumber from the Coast 
u great many cars have to be hauled 
.through the mountains at a dead loss. 

"It's a very poor time for British Colum 
.bin people to ask the C. P. It. to reduci 
.rates. It must be remembered that the 
.provincial government has Just Increased 
the taxation oa railroads, and Is tnkllij 
money out of the C. P. It. to build bridgei 
to let the Great Northern Into the country 
The government has increased the taxabb 
valuation from $2,000 to $10,000 per mile 
All the burden of this tax falls on the C 
.1". It., which lias approximately !>50 mllei 
.of road in Jtrltlsh Columbia. On the other 
hand, the Great Northern, with less than 
.a hundred miles of track, hardly feels th 
.tax. Yes, the man who asks for reduced 
freight rates just now is liable to pass an 
■uncomfortable few minutes with the com 
j>any officials,." 

A representative of the Colonist waited 
•on Hon. It. McBride, Premier, and asked 
him if he had seen the interview In th 
Province from which the above was ex- 
tracted. Mr. McBride said that It bad 
'been called to his attention by the Minister 
of finance. 

"What have you to saj| In regard to It?' 
ovas the query. 

"Well," remarked the Premier, "It strikes 
line as a remarkable statement to come from 
Mr. Peters, and my only explanation Is 
that It must have been Inspired from head' 
quarters. The executive of the C. 1'. It. 
bus evidently adopted a policy of hostility 

■ to the government, because it has declared 
for free trade In railways. 

"In the past the taxation on the C. 
It. and all other lines In this province has 
■been very low. A reasonable valuation of 
.the company's system In British Columbia 
Js from $33,000,000 to $10,000,000. 

"Last year the taxes paid Ijy the C. I 
It. was $12,402, less than the amount from 
a single mine, the Le Roi, which paid $13,- 
•147. and tile average for eight years was 
about $11,500. Three hundred and forty- 
Pve miles of their system Is exempt alto- 
gether for a term of years. 

"Because they have paid only this small 
.■amount in the past, which might reason- 
ably have been much more, Is no JustiUea 
lion for the basis of assessment always 
remaining the same. The C. 1'. u. is the 
only railway company that has raised any 
opposition to (he Increase. 

"I might give you some figures showing 
that In a number of states In the United 
States the railways pay very much more 
in the way of taxation per mile than here. 
As a rule, the railways' In the country south 
•Of US have been built without subventions 
and exemptions of any kind; but most per- 
sons are fully swurc of that fact. 

"The mistake mane was In reducing the 
fissessmenl on railways from the rate first | 
Axed. In 1885 the C. I'. It., with Coo miles 

■ if railway, was taxed $00,000, which was 
compromised to aboul $30,0CO. This latter 
Mini was paid ivltln ut a murmur, and would

■have hcen ever since If the government i 
had stood firm, but on the contrary, they 1 
allowed it to be reduced as low as $0,000. { 

"The taxation was based, fomnerly, upon 
an assessment of $3,000 (not S'J.OOO, as Mr. 
Peters states), per mile on all lines not ex- 
empted, Including sidings, switches, audi 
spur lines. Now It Is $10,000 per mile on I 
main and branch lines, and $3,000 -per mile 
us formerly, on spurs, sidings and switches. 
In the main, the railway company Is as- 
sessed on about one-fourth to one-third of 
the actual value of their lines In British 
Columbia subject to taxation. 

"The difference to the C. P. It. for the 
current year will be in the neighborhood | 
Of $40,000. On the pure business merits 
of the case, I do not know if the company 
is justified in refusing a reduction of rates 
to the lumbermen or not. I am not a rail- 
way man; but to hold up the paltry sum of 
$40,000 Imposed as taxation, as an excuse, 
Is absurd and even childish. The threat 
that representatives of Industry In this 
province who seek reduction In rates, will, 
'because the government has Increased the 
taxation, "have uncomfortable few mln 
uted with officials of the company," Is 
wholly unworthy of a great corporation like 
the C. P. It., and Is uot likely to Improve 
their relations with business men. 

"As to the statement that the 'provincial 
government lias Just Increased taxation on 
railways and Is taking money out of the 
C. 1'. It. to build bridges to let the Great 
Northern Into the country,' I have this to 
say: If the president and officials of the 
C. 1'. It. Company Imagine that this prov- 
ince is to be behl forever as a preserve for 
its exclusive benellt, they are greatly mis- 
taken. 

When It was decided to build the West- 
minster bridge, it was for the purpose of 
allowing free access to all railways to the 
cities of tin- Coast, and without "reference 
to .my particular railway — the C. 1'. it., 
should It build a line on the south side of 
the Fraser, the Coast -Kootenay railway, 
and the Great Northern. For years there 
was an agitation for a line into the Boun- 
dary, over Hope mountain, and for a rail- 
way through Westminster district. One 
of the obstacles has been the cost of a 
bridge over the Fraser river, which was 
too expensive for any one line to under- 
take. What was wanted was a combined 
railway and traffic bridge, controlled by no 
single corporation. It was a wise policy, 
I conceive, for the government to step In 
and construct a common highway for nil, 
the great benellt of which will he felt In 
years to come. 

"I am not, nor Is the government, hostile 
to the ('. 1'. K.. Why should we be? As 
a Canadian I am proud of the C. P. R. and 
have always regarded It as part of one of 
our national assets that has helped to make 
Canada great, but the possessive "ours" 
should be the people's so far as the railway 
Is concerned, and not the C. P. 
it. so far as the country Is 
concerned. I believe In equal rights for 
all railways; and If the building of the 
bridge over the Fraser river has the result 
of bringing in tin; Great Northern railway, 
so much tin. better for the province, it 
was not conceived, as Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy so well knows, in any spirit of hos- 
tility to the <". P. It. What hostility ex- 
ists has Its origin entirely with C. P It 
officials. The Increase in taxation, for the 
spectac purpose of raising the province out 
of a financial hole, was general."

Of course, no one 
expects that, 'anything in the nature of 
a collision will take place between any 
of the Empresses anil any foreign war- 
ship, even should hostilities be extended 
to bring in the various European pow- 
ers, ifor the combined navies of Britain, 
America and Japan would put the possi- 
bility of any hostile ship operating in 
the Pacific far out of the range of pro- 
bability. 

■This is the first occasion since the 
Empresses went on the trnils-Pacific 
mute that, they have been ordered to 
mount their gnus in readiness for 
evetifualitics. h is understood' that 
dining tlio Cliiiio-Japaucse war of the 
nineties the guns were shipped but not 
mounted. 

The Empresses, owing to their speed 
anil coal capacity, make armed cruisers 
of no mean power. They could keep out 
ol" tho way of all but the latest cruisers 
in a chase, ami could probably render 
a good account of themselves in an 
exchange of shots. As is generally 
known, tiie oliicers ami crews of those 
lino vessels are naval reservists, thor- 
oughly trained for their duties in case 
of any trouble of tho kind that seems 
now likely to arise in the Oriental dis- 
pute. In the event of Great. Britain 
being drawn into the noiarirel, the Em- 
presses would play no unimportant part 
in the conveyance of troops ami stores. 

On the Empresses at suitable spots 
on the broadsides there are spousons 
on which the six-inch guns are mounted 
with their sleel shields, while the nm- 
immition for the guns is kept ut places 

handy to tho guns, and well protected 
•from possible stray shots. The vessels 
are specially strengthened all around the 
gun s|X>HSOU>i to check the strain of 
gun lire, although the carriages of the 
six-inch 'weapons are fitted with the 
Vavassour recoil apparatus which gath- 
ers up the recoil and allows the gun 
to return to firing position without 
handling.

This summer will see the addition to 
the yachting ami pleasure lleet of Vic- 
toria harbor of quite a large number of 
graceful ami speedy little vessels, both 
steam and sail. The demand for a com- 
fortable and speedy craft at not (no high 
a |n-ice, has grown steadily amongst 
Victorians, and the many excellent 
builder* of thus,, craft love established 
around the harbor nlford an excellent 
opportunity for tlm.-e who delight ill 
aquatics to gratify their ambition to 
possess a really good boat at a reason- 
able 'figure. 

The, Colonist has been making en- 
quiries regarding this mutter, and finds 
that upwards of a dozen line little 
vessels are now in hand, being pushed 
forward to completion us fast as pos- 
sible to the order of Victoria gentle- 
men. It is expected that next, month 
will see most of them launched tllld 
undergoing their final titivation beforo 
going into coniimss-ion. It lias been sug- 
git-ted that when the launch lleet grows 
to adequate proportions, that the Vic- 
toria Stoain Yacht Club should lie 
formed on the usual lines, and an effort 
bo made to consolidate the interests of 
all owning such craft. These clubs 
have been very successful elsewhere, 
and why not in Victoria'/ 

Tho launches at present under con- 
struction include one at Mr. Harris' 
yard near Itock Bay bridge (the old 
Clyde shipyard); one' by Mr. T. Jones 
at the James Bay workshop; Mr. 
lllutciheson, of John street has also one 
on the stocks, and he has ordered the 
engines for tw,, others, which are also 
to ho built by 'him. Then .several "Sea- 
bird" yachts from "Rudder" designs are 
being built by private persons in the 
city. An eigntecri'fdot catboat. from 
Mower's design in the "Rudder" is to 
be one of the additions to the Victoria 
cruising lleet. iHecently six of those 
smart, little bolts were' built at Van- 
couver, and they have given the great- 
est satisfaction, having been very buc- 
■eessfiil in the races. Thev cost from 
.•jut) to $100, and were built from' pub- 
lished designs in the New York "Buil- 
der," with full instructions in the num- 
bers for December, 1902, and January 
and February, 1003. 



SIBERIAN COAST TRADE. 

Chinese Hold it. hut Russia Wants to 
Displace Them. 

The whole coasting trade between 
Vladivostock and adjoining places con- 
tiguous lo the I'eter the Great bay is 
in the hands of the Chinese; says the 
Marine Journal. There has been much 
heated discussion how to take this busi- 
ness from alien hands ami place it in 
the hands of Russian subjects, hut noth- 
ing h is resulted thus far. 

There are a few 'Russian sailing 
schooners ami some vessels oi the Chin- 
ese Eastern railroad cruising along the 
coast, but they can not. it seems, dis- 
place the hundreds of Chinese, boats 
which carry the balk of the local pro- 
ducts. It is recommended that a suf- 
lieienl number of barges lie provided lor 
all the puits where the Chinese Eastern 
railroad steamers touch. Such barges, 
like the Chinese junks, should be adapt- 
ed to shallow water. They should be 
suitable for carrying agrucultural pro- 
duels and timber. Knowing the; sched- 
ule time of the steamers, tho barges 
could be loaded up in time to be taken 
In tow. When cargoes are discharged 
acre the barges could be towed back 
ajain. 

A second suggestion throws light on 
the limitations iii national mercantile 
marine matters in this province. Rus- 
sian subjects arc led allowed to settle at 
will along the coast and establish vil- 
lages, farm-, etc. unless they are 
employed in the lishiug industry. There 
is an abundance of fish, but of a variety 
tii,. Russians do nol fancy for food, us- 
ing ii almost exclusively for manure. 
The Russian .peasant, is nut a iisb eater, 
ami the fisherman's life offers no :ii- 
tractions to him. ii is too laborious ami 
dangerous. Kin the suggestion that 
Ihey be allowed to settle along the 
coast, independent of the fishing pro- 
fession, ami thai they would soon be- 
come mariners aid gradually crowd out 
the Chinese junk miw seem to he ac- 
cepted as a soliitioil of the problem. 
By Kii>s;aii law two-thirds of the crews 
uii ail the Russian vessels must be JIns- 
siati subjects. All ina-ters, unites, and 
engineers must be Itussiuns.
